WAR DEPARTMENT HAS PROGRAM 
ALREADY MAPPED OUT IN EVENT 
UNITED STATES GOES TO WAR

Army officers said today one 


of the department's first steps in

used in 1917-18 to gut 
doughoys and their officers for 
service in France.

These 19 counties had 42 
unit votes.

With 1,597 of the 1.735 precincts

Water, In and out of the kitch- 


en, was discussed by Miss Rlttl- 
gcr, home demonstration agent, at 
the home of Mrs. O. K. Vinsoti 
Tuesday afternoon, Sept. 13. 
Water is the most 
Important 


and 
useful 
thing 
around 
the 


home, and very little 
attention 


has been given to making the 
water supply convenient. 
Most 
people 
consider 
running 
water a luxury and not a labor- 
saving device. Carrying water Is 
probably the heaviest work around 
the home, and can be lightened 
by the installation of a kitchen 
sink with water piped to it, and 
a waste pipe to dispose of the 
waste water. 
Such a simple wa- 


ter system does not cost a great 
deal. 
There is a movable typo 
that consists of a large barrc" 
with a wooden lid put on a plat- 
form by the well or cistern. This 
can be filled each day and piped 
into the kitchen sink and 
thus 
save the housewife the drudgerj 
of carrying the water in and out 
of the kitchen. 


Then there Is the shallow wol 
or 
cistern 
with a 
self-priming 
pump. Also those having electric- 
ity may have the electric pomp. 


The woman in the rural or 


farm home spends more of her 
time in the kitchen than in any 
other room, in the house. 
Her 
she 
needs 
water 
for 
cookjng 
drinking, dishwashing, scrubbing 
in fact, more frequent needs for 
water are found in the kitchen 
than 
any 
other 
room 
in 
th 


house. The first consideration on 
a water system should be pure 
water. Drainage from the stable 
cow lot and other out-buildings ii 
very dangerous. 


The cesspool should be 115 fee 


from the well or cistern. Septic 
tanks 100 feet, toilet 100 feet, sew 
nr 100 feet and sink hole should be 
| 100 feet. Horse lot should bo 200 
feet.

vulsions, eruption or rash of any 
kind, coughing, acutely swollen 
{lands in the neck. 


Periods of required absence of 
children who , have had diseases 
wrich are not quarantinable and 
those children who have had no 
doctor are: German 
measles, 


eight days from day of eruption; 
red measles, two weeks from ap- 
pearance of 
rash; ' whooping 
cough, six weeks; mumps, two 
weeks or until all the 
swelling

subsided^ 
chickcnpox, 
until 


all crusts have fallen off, usu- 
ally two to four weeks.

held and water much better arid 
cut

planting time by a 


third. Mr. Carter reported him- 
self highly pleased with the re- 
sults of strip cropping on 
his 
farm 
In co-operation with local 


officials, even in the first year, 
with evidences easily seen of the 
reduction of soil losses and con- 
servation of soil moisture. 
Additional Moisture. 


On the Carter farm corn and 


cotton planted in the intervals 
adjoining the oat strips were re- 
ported showing the 
benefits of 


additional 
moisture retained 
on 


the 
field by the oat strips by 
more growth than is evident in 
nearby fields where strip crop- 
ping and contour tillage was not 
used. A border strip around the 
outer edges of the field also was 
reported to facilitate harvesting 
since it formed 
a 
passageway 


from one strip to another. The 
border was also 
credited 
with 


retaining soil and water emptied 
at the ends of the rows prevent- 
ing runoff 
into roadside ditches 


and adjoining fields. As an addi-

IN WILD SESSION 


W. LEE O'DANIEL HOWLED 
DOWN BUT HIS PLATFORM 


WAS ADOPTED

1938 Texas 


Democratic convention was 
history today but the mem- 
ory of the wild, uproarious 
night 
session 
which con- 


cluded it lingered on in the 
memory 
of 
thousands of 


delegates and visitors. 


In that, session which ended long 


after midnight the new democratic 
choice for governor, W. I^ce O'Dan- 
lel, Fort Worth flour broker nomi- 
nated In a sensational campaign 
Inst summer, was shouted down 
when ho offered to address the 
meeting. 
Delegates yelled and stamped and 


hurrahed. Speakers who were re- 
cognized by the presiding officer 
were unable to make themselves 
hard. City police were summoned 
to assist in maintaining order. 


With the,smoke risen, however, 


these facts stood out: 


O'Danlel, who campaigned for 


the governorship with an orches- 
tra which played "mountain music," 
had obtained adoption of a party 
platform almost exactly as he want- 
ed It except for one plank calling 
for abolition of the state poll tax 
as a prerequisite to voting. 


One of the planks approved de- 


clared for paying pensions to all 
persons over 05 years old the maxi- 
mum in old age assistance within 
limits of the state and United States 
constitutions and federal Jaws. 


The convention had gone on rec- 


ord 
against legalization of hard 


liquor sales by the drink and a 
committee had killed a proposal to 
declare 
again 
re-legalization 
of 


wagering on horse racing, banned 
in Texas two years ago. 


Party Control Assured 


Control of the party machinery 


for the next two years had defin- 
itely been placed in the hands of 
the governor-nominate, according 
to custom, by approval of a state 
executive committee composed of 
his fronds. 


Vice President John N. Garner 


had been endorsed for president In 
1940 
and administrations of Presi- 


dent Roosevelt and Jesse Jones, 
chairman 
of the Reconstruction 


Finance 
Corporation, 
had 
been 


praised. 


The 
convention started off In 


fair enough weather, giving prom- 
ise of being the "love feast" which 
Governor-Nominate O'Danlel had 
predicted it would be, but came tho 
night and presentation of the plat- 
form which O'Danlel forces had 
•whipped through committee and 
harmony 
disappeared. 
Fireworks 


began crackling about the old age 
aslstance and poll tax 
abolition 


planks. 


Critics claimed the pension plank 


was indefinite, inane and meaning- 
less, while proponents replied it de- 
manded the largest possible pcn- 
Blons and accorded with O'Danlel's 
views. The meeting was In tumult. 


O'Danlel was called by friends 


from his hotel to discuss the issue 
but when presented to the seeth- 
ing crowd of delegates was greeted 
by an angry howi. He backed to a 
stage door curtain. 


Once more he came forth, only to 


meet a mighty roar of "no," where- 
upon h« walked from the micro- 
phone without saying a word. 


Acting Chairman Beemnn Strong 


of Beaumont announced fhe nomi- 
nee would "bow to the will" of the 
crowd. 


Senator Joe Hill of Henderson, 


rushing to the rostrum, obtained 
a vote of delegates to suspend the 
nilcs and permit the new party 
chieftain 
to apeak, but O'Danlel 


had left. 


In a statement O'Danlel said lat- 


er friends had Informed him tho 
convention was confused about tho 
wording of the pension plank and 
had requested him to go to the 
floor and state exactly what he had 
advocated. 


"In compliance with their re- 


quests," the 
statement 
said, "I 


went to the convention with the In- 
tention of 
asking 
the delegates 


whether they wanted me to state 
in plain 
engllsh Just what 
my 


pledge to the citizens was, 


Unable to Restore Order 


"However, when I arrived at tho 


convention the chairman was un- 
able to restore sufficient order to 
permit me to ask the question and 
I refused to attempt to speak." 


The controversy over abolishing 


the poll tax wa« even more vitrio- 
lic than that over old ape assist- 
ance but O'Danlel, who could not 
vote for himself because he had not 
paid his poll tax, had no part In it. 


Those favoring abolition said the 


pcopl 
wanted it while opponents 


declared If the tax was eliminated 
negroes would control elections in 
some sections. 


Another plank approved reaffirm- 


ed allegiance to "the fundamental 
principles of democracy" and ex- 
pressed desire to "recognize the 
leadership of our president and en- 
dorse the humanitarian program of 
the federal government." 
Other Declarations 


Other declarations said unbiased 


consideration should be given ad- 
justment of transportation prob- 
lems In the state, capital Investment 
In Texas for productive purposes 
should be encouraged, fair trade 
practices should be observed and 
opportunity for Individual success 
in commerce and Industry must not 
be 
destroyed 
by 
concentrated 


wealth. 


"Our 
system of public education 


should be 
constantly maintained 


and Improved, Including our insti- 
tutions of higher learning," the plat- 
form said. "This should not how- 
ever, necessarily requiro continued 
increase In expenditures o fthe tax- 
payers money but should be ac- 
complished by better distribution 
of available funds and by coordina- 
tion of the work done by the sev- 
eral Institutions of higher learn- 
ing." 


Resolutions adopted included on 


favoring a state appropriation in 
an attempt to bring the authorized 
federal cotton research laboratory 
to Texas and another proposing 
that democratic precinct conven- 
tions be held on the run-off pri- 
mary date Instead of the first pri- 
mary date. 


E. B. Germany of Highland Park 


was chosen chairman of the new 
executive committee, 
and Mrs. 


Frances Haskell Edmonson of San 
Antonio 
co-chairman. 
Germany 


succeeded Myron Blalock of Mar- 
shall. Tho new committee Is com- 
posed of 31 menjind 31 women.

O'DANIEL APPEALED 
FOR SUPPORT OF OLD 


AGE PENSION PLAN 


BEAUMONT, Sept. 13.— 


(fp)—w. 
Lee O'Daniel, Tex- 


as' future governor, appeal- 
ed for united support of his 
old age pension, poll tax 
abolition and state indus- 
trialization programs in an 
address today at the state 
democratic 
convention. 


The party's standard bearer did 


not say how he proposed to raise 
the 
pension 
money 
other 
than 


through 
governmental economies 


and Increasing the state's wealth 
and 
withheld 
disclosure 
of 
his 


stand 
on 
several 
Important Is- 


sues. 
He made no reference to 


the 
national democratic admin- 


istration. 


Adequate old age pension pay- 


ments, he reiterated, should 
be 


tho first order of business at the 
legislation session starting Janu- 
ary JO. 


"Wo must 
cheerfully 
accept 


our duty," he said "to tenderly 
provide for the care of the sick, 
the crippled and those unfortu- 
nate people who lack some of the 
essentials of a 
complete 
and 


healthy body and mind. 


"A growing tendency of our ad- 


vanced 
civilization 
has been to 


relegate our aged citizens to a 
place ot Inactivity In our com- 
mercial life, and many of them 
have been unprepared 
for 
this 


emergency. 
Our constitution has 


been amended to indicate a de- 
sire to care for these aged citi- 
zens, and 
it Is now high time 


that the spirit of the law be re- 
spected. 


Must Provide Payment. 


"Therefore, in fairness to these 


aged citizens, many 
of 
whom 


have given their lives to the de- 
velopment of Texas, and 
In re- 


sponse to a mandate of the elec- 
torate, It is Imperative that we 
provide for the prompt payment 
of their pensions, and I plead with 
all tho&e upon whom the respon- 
sibility 
falls 
to 
make this 
the 


first order of business of the next 
legislature, and solicit the unsel- 
fish spirit of all on the other end 
of the line to get this problem 
settled promptly and according to 
the law and will of the people." 


O'Daniel, who was unable to 


vote for himself because he had 
not paid his poll tax, condemned 
that tax In the following langu- 
age: 


"Changes wrought by the pass- 


ing of time, conditions brought on 
by depressions, and accumulations 
of 
restrictions 
throughout 
the 


years have reached a point where 
free democracy is endangered by 
a minimum of our citizens ex- 
pressing themselves at the polls. 
To correct this condition I am 
firmly convinced that the price- 
tag which has been placed on the 
right of our citizens to vote for 
the candidate of their 
choice 


should be taken off. The amount 
of revenue from the sale of poll 
tax receipts accruing 
to 
our 


school system is so small com- 
pared 
to the enormous amount 


of money we now spend for edu- 
cation that It can well be re- 
placed 
by taxation 
from 
some 


other source." 


Program Not Mere Theory 


The governor-nominate said his 


program for Industrializing Texas 
woa not "a theory" but "a sound 
and practical plan of business de- 
velopment which can be carried 
out just as definitely as the car- 
penter follows the architect's plans 
in building a house." 


"One of our greatest natural un- 


developed resources," he asserted, 
"Is the purchasing power of six 
million Texas citizens. These citi- 
zens have promised to buy products 
and merchandise manufactured and 
grown in Texas whenever available, 
quality and price being satisfac- 
tory. 


"This promised patronage Is the 


seed which will produce the fac- 
tories which in turn will industrial- 


ize Texas, never before In history 
have such golden opportunities ex- 
isted for capitalists and industrial- 
ists as now exists, with six million 
cutomers standing In line waiting 
to buy their products." 


O'Danlel told the {convention that 


"education must continue to ad- 
vance; labor must be properly re- 
spected; agriculture must be en- 
couraged; water conservation and 
flood 
control must he fostered; 


law and order maintained. 


Economy Needed 


"All 
unnecessary governmental 


expenses," he said, "should be elim- 
inated and greater economies prac- 
ticed in the essential departments, 
In order that relief may be brought 
to our overburdened taxpayers." 


The gubernatorial nominee de- 


scribed this, tho first political con- 
vention he ever attended, as a 
"marvelous and 
gloriously Inter- 


esting spectacle." 


"It Is Indeed a pleasure," he said, 


"to be associated 
In convention 


with the cream of the crop of pure 
democrats, descendants of that an- 
cient lineage of common folks who 
believe that all men are created 
equal, and that the man In the 
street or at Ihe plow-handle has the 
same Inalienable rights as the mil- 
lionaire.
